Like other presidente before him end efter 
him, Lincoln was e politician who took care 
of thoee who were his useful agents in securing the Republi­ 
can nomination and winning In 1860, Thus. Simon Cameron, 
boss of the Republican political machine established in Penn­ 
sylvania. received the post of secretary of War In 1861, in 
return for swinging Pennsylvania’s delegates to Lincoln at 
Chicago in 1860. Thus, Cassius Clay, the Kentucky anti- 
slavery Democrat W'ho had helped Lincoln in Kentucky’s vote, 
was sent as minister to Russia.—a post from w'hich he retired 
for a while to open a post at which Lincoln could get Cameron 
out of the War Department and Washington. Thus, W’tlliam 
Dean Howells, w'ho was 24 and able-bodied in 1861, spent the 
war years in Venice, as United States consul. 
The latter’s contribution to the Lmcoln career was 
a campaign biography in 1860. Howells, the 125th 
anniversary of whose birth is being observed in 19 62, 
had achieved some national reputation as a writer m 
1860. Son of the publisher of a newspaper at Hamil­ 
ton, Ohio, Howells had the benefit of an education in 
printing offices. At 14, he eamed his living as com­ 
positor at the Ohio State Journal in Columbus, and 
wrote pieces for that paper. He and a brother com­ 
positor, John J. Piatt, published a volume, "Poems of 
Two Friends," that preceded How'eli’s first book of 
fiction. 
The years in Italy, which gave the Ohioan new per­ 
spective, proved beneficial to American literature as 
a whole. When young Howells returned after the war. 
his book, "Venetian Life," helped get him an editorial 
post on the Atlantic Monthly, where he became editor- 
m-chicf, 1871-81. 
As editor, author and critic he 
opened the way for departure from outworn European 
models and development of authentically American 
fiction. He gave help and encouragement m gaining 
readerships to .Mark Twain, Hamlin Garland, Frank 
Norris.

Thus, Cassius Clay, the Kentucky anti­ 
slavery Democrat who hah helped Lincoln in Kentucky's vote, 
was sent a* minister to Russia.—a post from which he retired 
for a while to open a post at which Lincoln could get Cameron 
out of the W ar Department and Washington. Thus. William 
Dean Howells, who was 24 and able-bodied in 1861, spent the 
wrar years in Venice, as United States consul. 
The latter’s contribution to the Lincoln career was 
a campaign biography in 1860. 
Howells, the 125th 
anniversary of whose birth is being observed in 1962, 
had achieved some national reputation a* a writer in 
I860. Son of the publisher of a newspaper at Hamil­ 
ton, Ohio, Howells had the benefit of an education in 
printing offices. At 14, he earned his living as com­ 
positor at the Ohio State Journal in Columbus, and 
wrote pieces for that paper. He and a brother com­ 
positor. John J. Piatt, published a volume, "Poems of 
Two Friends,” that preceded Howell's first book of 
fiction. 
The years in Italy, which gave the Ohioan new per­ 
spective, proved beneficial to American literature a* 
a whole. When young Howells returned after the war, 
his book, “Venetian Life," helped get him an editorial 
post on the Atlantic Monthly, where he became editor- 
in-chief, 1871-81. 
As editor, author and critic he

But the Mexican govern­ 
m ent apologized, Sancho Gavito said he was m is­ 
quoted, President K ennedy minimized the w hole 
affair, and next day Sanchez Gavito told a 
Nebraska audience that the President's A lliance 
for Progress is “the most ambitious and com ­ 
plex plan for technical and financial assistance 
ever launched any place in the w orld.” This 
helped put U.S.-Mexican relations back in focus. 
For if the Alliance schem e cannot be made to 
work in Mexico, which has carried out and is 
continuing the reform s indispensable to the 
program, it's difficult to conceive of its work­ 
ing out anywhere else in Latin America.

My bro­ 
ther is a dedicated public servant 
and is serving without pay.

continued, referring to the head of 
the Peace Corps, “ happened to 
marry my sister. 
He has put 
across one of 
the 
outstanding 
achievements of this Administra­ 
tion 
Even Barry Coldwater is 
for the Peace Corps. 
As far as my brother Teddy is 
concerned, anyone has a right to 
run for Congress. He has a tough 
fijjht ahead and I'm not at all 
sure he'll win.”

High Court Ruling Bars Only 'Official Prayers 


It was suggested to me that I read an article on 
Jacqueline 
Kennedy, 
wife of the President, which 
appeared in “Esquire.” This I did. And as I read it. 
written by Norman Mailer, I thought that I could not 
have been as brutal toward Eleanor Roosevelt in the 
days of the “New Deal” as this Mailer is toward Jac­ 
queline Kennedy, whose bread he ate. I do not know 
Norman Mailer and bear him neither malice nor good­ 
will. 
I read the piece in “Esquire” and wondered why 
we subject our Presidents’ wives to the kind of non­ 
sense which we call human interest 
It seems that, 
having received a letter from Mrs. Kennedy, Norman 
Mailer felt like writing to her to say: 
. . that while I was now engaged in certain 
difficulties of writing about the present. I hoped one 
day when work was done to do a biography of the 
Marquis de Sade and the ‘odd strange honor of the 
man ’ ” 
He knew he was being wicked like a school-boy 
who writes a dirty word, for he says further in this 
piece: 


“Now sociology has few virtues, hut one of 
them is sanity. 
In writing such a letter to Mrs. 
Kennedy I was losing my sociology. The Catholic 
wife of a Catholic candidate for President was not 
likely to find de Sade as familiar as a tea cozy. I 
received no reply. I had smashed the limits of such 
letter-writing. 
In politics a break in sociology is 
us clean a break in etiquette." 


This article drools on and on in a similar vein of 
slight ridicule and colossal impudence, all done to give 
the impression of ridicule, as, for instance: 
“Since Jackie Kennedy was not visible during this 
time, there was an opportunity to listen to her voice. 
It produced a small continuing shock. At first, before 
the picture emerged from the set. I thought I was 
turned to the wrong station, because tile voice was a 
quiet parody of the sort of voice one hears on the 
radio late at night, dropped softly into the ear by 
girls wh o sell soft mattresses, depilatories, or creams 
to brighten the skin ” 
After all, a person's voice is what it is 
I never 
heard Norman Mailer s voice but whatever the Ix>rd 
gave him, baritone or tenor, soprano or bass, it is 
what it is and he can thank the good Lord that he 
does not suffer from cerebral palsy or some such thing. 
My good friend, Westbrook Pcgler, could take this 
Mailer apart more competently than I can, for Pegler 
is a surgeon who knows how to cut vanity out of the 
human heart and bring the conceited down to their 
proper level. At such a sport. I, alas, am an amateur. 
Nevertheless. I wonder why everyone with a type­ 
writer. bought or borrowed, feels privileged to pillory 
a woman who happens, by the accidents of marriage, 
to be wife to a President or Governor, or even a 
Congressman. 
Marriage, being a sacrament, means 
that one takes the other for better or for worse, and 
aurely the wife of a politician has a tough time. 


She is cut off from privacy, which is a woman’s 
dearest prerogative and she becomes a prey to 
everyone who needs to sell an article to a maga­ 
zine or who wants to cut a phrase. It is not cus­ 
tomary in these days to respect human beings for 
what they are. 
Rather, we live in an era when 
there is joy in seeing a fat man slip on a banana 
peel. 


So. Mailer dares to write 
“Mrs. Kennedy moved like a wooden horse 
A 
marvelous horse, perhaps even a live horse, its feet 
hobbled 
its head unready to turn for fear of a flick 
from the crop. She had that intense wooden lack of 
rest, that lack of comprehension for each word offered 
un which one finds only in a 14w of those curious movie 
•tars who are huge box office ” 
This is not good writing about the First Lady of 
the land who. in a period of intense national difficulty, 
serves the nation as well as she can. 
A little fair 
play is more mannerly than fanciful verbiage. 
The 
White House is a national sanctuary; those who are 
permitted within its portals have an obligation to main­ 
tain its dignity. Mailer’s reference was to Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy’s taking the nation on a tour through the building

not bar prayer as such in the 
public 
schools. 
It 
doesn't 
for­ 
bid the mention of God in the 
classroom 
It merely says that 
no state government or any other 
branch of government can “di­ 
rect” the saying of any prayer. 
In fact, it bars “official” pray­ 
ers 
It sees 
no objection 
to 
voluntary prayers, but does ban 
any religious “exercise.” 
The decision rendered by the 
highest court of the land on Mon­ 
day is not as sweeping as first 
reports in the press may have 
indicated. 
It is true that Justice 
Douglas, 
in 
his 
“concurring” 
opinion, made some generaliza­ 
tions of his own that will evoke 
controversy — especially in Con­ 
gress. where legislation on fed­ 
eral aid to church-related 
col­ 
leges is pending. 
The controlling 
judgment is, however, the ruling 
of the court by a vote of fi to I. 
It was set forth in the opinion 
written by Justice Black. 
But even the formal opinion of 
the court must be separated into 
two parts—the actual ruling and 
the so-called “dictum ” 
The lat­ 
ter is just an expression of views 
by one justice and is not neces­ 
sarily agreed to by the other jus­ 
tices who concur on the main 
point of the decision. 
Here is 
the ruling of the court as pro­ 
nounced by Justice Black 
"We think that 
the constitu­ 
tional prohibition against laws re­ 
specting an establishment of re­ 
ligion must at least mean that 
in this country it is no part of 
the business of government to 
compose official prayers for any 
group of the American people to 
recite as a part of a religious pro­ 
gram carried on by government.” 
Justice Black wrote a footnote 
to the opinion in which he makes 
an important distinction as fol­ 
lows : 
“There is of course nothing in 
the decision reached here that is 
inconsistent 
with the fact 
that 
school children and others are 
officially encouraged to express 
love for our country by reciting 
historical documents such as the 
Declaration of Independence w hich

contain references to the deity or 
by • singing 
officially 
espoused 
anthems which include the com­ 
poser’s professions of faith in a 
supreme being, or with the fact 
that there are many manifesta­ 
tions in our public life of belief 
in God * Such patriotic or cere­ 
monial occasions bear no true re­ 
semblance to the unquestioned re­ 
ligious exercise that the State of 
New York has sponsored in this 
instance.” 
Thus, there is no bar to the 
singing of such songs as “ God 
Bless America" or the verse in 
“ The 
Star - Spangled 
Banner” 
which says: 
“ And this he our 
motto— in God 
is our trust.’ ” 
Also, the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag is not affected, although 
in 1954 two words—“under God” 
—were added by an act of Con­ 
gress. 
The phrase now reads, 
“ one nation under God, indivisible, 
with liberty and justice for all.” 
All these vocal expressions in­ 
volve 
apparently 
a 
voluntary 
action by the individual. 
They 
are not recited by official direc­ 


tion. nor do they contain any­ 
thing which could be regarded as 
an “official prayer ” 
But what shall he done about 
Christmas celebrations or the re­ 
citing of any prayer in the class­ 
room? No governmental body now 
can require such exercises. But 
if a class of pupils voluntarily 
sets up a program at Christmas 
and wants to sing any song, this 
is not barred by the new court 
ruling 
Some pupils could ob­ 
ject and could refrain from par­ 
ticipation They could even leave 
for the period of such programs. 
What is really barred is any form 
of religious exercise prescribed 
by any branch of government or 
by any individual on the public 
payroll 
The prayer which brought the 
present case to the Supreme Court 
of the United States for a ruling 
was very brief 
It said 
“Almighty God. 
we 
acknowl­ 
edge our dependence upon thee, 
and we beg thy blessings upon 
us. our parents, our teachers and 
our country ”

WHITE HOUSE STRATEGY — 
The slow-down in Congress can 
be attributed in large part to un­ 
certain leadership by the Demo­ 
crats — particularly in the House. 
There is a belief in the cloak 
rooms that 
President 
Kennedy 
himself may have passed on the 
word to his Hill leadership not to 
press 
too 
hard 
for 
legislative 
votes, hut to allow a cooling off 
period among legislators of both 
parties. 
Rep Peter Frelinghuysen. New' 
Jersey 
Republican, 
commented 
on the slow-down the other day: 
"Perhaps we should be thank­ 
ful for small mercies,” he re­ 
marked. “Congress this year has 
further developed its capacity to 
take things slowly. A ‘recess’ is 


declared — or at least occurs — 
at the drop of a hat 
“In February there were no 
roll call votes for 12 consecutive 
days — and then we had another 
four-day break for Washington s 
birthday. At Easter again, we had 
the chance to relax with no House 
votes from April 19 to May 2. 
More recently, there has been an 
informal, but nonetheless effec­ 
tive, recess over Memorial Day. 
There has been no record vote of 
any kind over a two-week per­ 
iod ” 
This slow-down has encouraged 
the Republican opposition to fight 
harder than ever against admin­ 
istration proposals. They believe 
the White House is of the opinion 
that the Democrats are divided 
and the GDP is trying to make 
the most of it, 


There was a regulation under 
the 
New 
York 
state law- pre­ 
scribing the prayer which said 
that .students should not be com­

Justice Douglas, in a “dictum” 
of his own. declares in a con­ 
curring opinion that he has grave 
doubts about 
the way the Su­ 
preme Court's own proceedings 
are opened by the marshal, who 
says 
“God 
save 
the 
United 
States and this honorable court ” 
He 
also 
points out that 
each 
House of Congress opens its daily 
sessions by a prayer by official 
chaplains and guest chaplains of 
various denominations. 
Justice 
Douglas wrote 
“ Yet for me the principle is 
the same, no matter how briefly 
the prayer is said, for in each of 
the instances given the person 
praying is a public official on 
the public payroll, performing a 
religious exercise in a govern­ 
mental institution. . . . 
“ At the same time I cannot say 
that to authorize this prayer 'rn 
the House or Senate or court­ 
room' is to establish a religion 
in the strictly historic meaning 
of those words. 
A religion is not 
established 
in 
the 
usual 
sense 
merely by letting those who rhose 
to do so say the prayer that the 
public school teacher leads. 
’N et, 
once government finances a re­ 
ligious exercise it inserts a divi­ 
sive influence into our communi­ 
ties.” 
But the above “dictum." which 
expresses, 
for 
instance, 
fears 
shout possible consequences, does 
not become the “ law of the land." 
The Supreme Court decides only 
♦ he “ law of the case " 
And in 
this case the court merely says 
that “official” prayers, which the 
teachers are “directed" to deliver 
in the classroom, are unconstitu­ 
tional.”

Jack Foster of the Rocky Moun­ 
tain News of Denver tried to bait 
the President on his speech at 
Yale in which he asked for the 
cooperation of business. 
Foster 
claimed that 
Kennedy was for 
deficit spending 
and 
therefore 
businessmen were not at all sure 
that he really wanted a stable 
economy. 
To this the President replied 
that government spending such as 
that being done by Canada did not 
lead to inflation, and that merely 
because the bankers said so did 
not make it so. 
“ When Eisenhower took 
fifty

Then, taking very rapidly and 
rather vigorously, he asked for 
business cooperation

The Brodie diagnosis was that 
conditions in 1929 and 1961 were 
similar except that Kennedy had 
the tools and means to do some­ 
thing whereas Hoover didn’t. The 
answer, according to this diagno­ 
sis was not merely to say that 
stocks were too high but to en­ 
courage business prospects for the 
future. The stock market would 
gather strength if business pros­ 
pects were good for 
1963 and*- 
1964. otherwise the market would 
continue dropping. 


The President agreed with this. 
Hugh Shearman of Trinidad and 
Lake Charles made an oblique 
reference to Adam Clayton Pow­

But the Mex ican g o v ern­ 
ment a po lo g ized, Sa ncho Gav ito said he was mis­ 
quo ted, President Kennedy minimized the who le 
a ffa ir, and nex t day Sa nchez Ga v ito to ld a 
Nebra ska a udience tha t the President's Allia nce 
fo r Pro g ress is “ the mo st a mbitio us and co m­ 
plex plan fo r technica l and fina ncia l a ssista nce 
ev er la unched a ny pla ce in the wo rld.”

And as 1 read it. 
w ritten b y .Norman M ailer, I thought that 1 could not 
have b een as b rutal toward Eleanor Roosevelt in the 
days of the “ New' Deal” as this Mailer is toward Jac ­ 
q ueline Kennedy, whose b read he ate. 
I do not know 
Norman Mailer and b ear him neither malice nor good­ 
will. 
I read the piece in “ Esq uire" and wondered why 
ue sub ject our Presidents’ wives to the kind of non­ 
sense which we call human interest 
It .seems that,

He knew he was b eing wicked like a school-b oy 
who writes a dirty word, for he says further in this 
piece:

Kennedy I was losing my sociology. The Catholic 
wife of a Catholic candidate for President was not 
likely to find de .Sade as fam iliar as a tea co*y. I 
received no reply. 1 had smashed the limits of such 
letter-writing.

This article drools on and rwi in a sim ilar vein of 
» light ridicule and colossal impudence, all done to give 
the impression of ridicule, as, for instance 
“ Since Jackie Kennedy was not visib le during this 
time, there was an opportunity to listen to her voice.

I wonder why everyone with a type­ 
w riter. b ought or b orrowed, feels privileged to pillory

Congressman. 
M arriage, b eing a sacram ent, m eans 
that one takes the (Hhef for b etter or for worse, and 
•urely the wife of a politician has a tough time. 


She is cut off from privacy, which is 
a woman’s 
dearest prerogative and she b ecomes a prey to 
everyone who needs to sell an article to a m aga­ 
zine or who wants to cut 
a phrase. It Is not cus­ 
tom ary in these days to respect human heingt for 
what thev are. 
Rather, we live in an era when 
there is joy in seeing a fat man slip on a b anana 
peel.

She had that intense wooden lack of 
rest, that lack of comprehension for each word offered 
no which one finds only in a Mw 
of those curious movie 
•tars who are huge b ox office " 
This IS not good writing ab out the First Lady of 
the land who, in a period of intense national difficulty, 
serves the naticm as well as she can. 
A little fair 
play is n w e m annerly than fanciful verb iage.

WASHINGTON - The 
Supreme 
Court in its latest decision does 
not b ar prayer as such in the 
pub lic 
schools. 
It 
doesn’t 
for­ 
b id the mention of GckI in the 
classroom 
It m erely says that 
no state government or any other 
b ranch of government can “di­ 
rect” the saying of any prayer. 
In fact, it b ars “official’’ pray­ 
ers. 
It 
sees no ob jection 
to 
voluntary prayers, b ut does b an 
any religious “ex ercise.” 
The decision rendered b y the 
highest court of the land on Mon­ 
day is not as sweeping as first 
reports in the press m ay have 
indicated. 
It is true that Justice 
Douglas, 
in 
his 
“concurring” 
opinion, m ade some generaliza­ 
tions of his own that will evoke 
controversy — especially in Con­ 
gress. wh<^e legislation on fed­ 
eral 
aid to church-related col­ 
leges is pending. 
The cmitroUing 
judgm ent is. however, the ruling 
of the court b y a vote of 6 to 1. 
It was set forth in the opinion 
written b y Justice Black. 
But even the formal opinion of 
the court m ust b e separated into 
two parts—the actual ruling and 
the so-called “dictum ” 
The lat­ 
ter is just an ex pression of views 
b y one justice and is not neces­ 
sarily agreed to b y the other jus­ 
tices who concur on the main 
point of the decision. 
Here is 
the ruling of the court as pro­ 
nounced b y Justice Black 
“ We think that the constitu­ 
tional prohib ition against laws re­ 
specting an estab lishment of re­ 
ligion must at least mean that 
in this country it is no part of 
the b usiness of governm ent to 
compose official prayers for any 
group of the American people to 
recite as a part of a religious pro- 
giam carried on b y governm ent.” 
.lustice Black wrote a footnote 
to the opinion in which he m akes 
an important distinction as fol­ 
lows 
“There is of course nothing in 
the decision reached here that is 
inconsistent 
with the fact 
that 
school children and others are 
officially encouraged to ex press 
love for our country b y reciting 
historical documents such as the 
Declaration of Independence which

monial occasions b ear no true re­ 
semb lance to the unq uestioned re­ 
ligious ex ercise that the State of 
New A’ork has spon.sored in this 
instance.” 
Thus, there is no b ar to the 
singing of such songs as “ God 
Bless A m erica" or the verse in 
“The 
Star - Spangled 
B anner” 
which says; 
“ And this he mir 
motto—‘in God 
is our trust.’ ” 
Also, the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag is not affected, although 
in 1954 two wordsL-“under God” 
—were added b y an act of Con- 
gre.ss 
The phrase now reads, 
“ one nation under God, indivisib le, 
with lib erty and justice for all.” 
All these vocal ex pressions in­ 
volve 
apparently 
a 
voluntary 
action b y the individual 
They 
are not recited b y official direc- 


tion. nor do they contain any­ 
thing which ctHild b e regarded as 
an “official prayer” 
But what shall b e done ab out 
Christm as celeb rations or the re­ 
citing of any prayer in the class­ 
room'’ No governmental b ody now 
can req uire such ex erci.ses 
But 
if a class of pupils voluntarily 
sets up a program at Christm as 
and wants to sing any song, this 
is not b arred b y the new court 
ruling 
Some pupils could ob ­ 
ject and could refrain from par­ 
ticipation. 'fhey could even leave 
for the period of .such program s. 
W'hat is really b arred is any form 
of religious ex ercise prescrib ed 
b y any b ranch of government nr 
b y any individual on the pub lic 
payroll. 
The prayer which b rought the 
present case to the Supreme Cmirt 
of the United Slates for a ruling 
was very b rief 
It said 
“ .Almighty God.

WHITE HOUSE STRATEGY — 
The slow-down in Congress can 
b e attrib uted in large part to un­ 
certain leadership b y the Demo­ 
crats — particularly in the House. 
There is a b elief in the cloak 
rooms that

himself m ay have passed on the 
word to his Hill leadership not to 
press 
too 
hard 
for 
legislative 
votes, b ut to allow a cooling off 
period among legislators of b oth 
parties 
Rep Peter Frelinghuysen. New 
Jersey 
Repub lican, 
commented 
on the slow-down the other day 
“ Perhaps we should b e thank­ 
ful for small m ercies,” he re­ 
m arked, “Congress this year has 
further developed its capacity to 
take things slowly. A ‘recess’ is 


declared — or at least occurs —• 
at the drop of a hat 
“ In 
Feb ruary there were no 
roll call votes for 12 consecutive 
days — and then we had another 
four-day b reak for Washington’s 
b irthday. At E aster again, we had 
the chance to relax with no House 
votes from April 19 to May 2. 
More recently, there has b een an 
informal, hut nonetheless effec­ 
tive, recess over Memorial Day. 
There has b een no record vote of 
any kind over a two-week per­ 
iod” 
This slow-down has encouraged 
the Repub lican opposition to fight 
harder than ever against admin­ 
istration proposals. They b elieve 
the White House is of the opinion 
that the Democrats are divided 
and the GOP is trying to make 
the most of it

States and this honorab le court ’’ 
He 
also 
points out 
that 
each 
House of Congress opens its daily 
sessions b y a prayer b y official 
chaplains and guest chaplains of 
various denominations.

Douglas wrote 
“ Yet for me the principle is 
the same, no m atter how b riefly 
the prayer is said, for in each of 
the in.stances given the person 
praying is a pub lic official on 
the pub lic payroll, performing a 
religious ex ercise in a govern­ 
mental institution 
. , . 
“ At the sam e time I cannot say 
that to authorize this prayer ‘in 
the House or Senate or court­ 
room» IS to estab lish a religiwi 
m the strictly historic meaning 
of those words 
A religion is not

.sense 
merely b y letting those who chose 
to do so say the prayer that the 
pub lic school teacher leads.

The biggest uncollected items 
included $24,236 anticipated from 
the city's share of state auto li­ 
cense fees and $67,679 08 expected 
from state income taxes Most of 
the uncollected items are expect­ 
ed in by the deadline with the 
exception of the levy for the city's 
share of state 
racing 
income, 
which is $2,876 04 less than an­ 
ticipated, due to the drop in popu­ 
lations in the I960 census.
